And while the Cabinet was still 
in session, word was brought to 
the meeting that the United States, 
as a guarantor of the Mandate, 
was opposed to the stopping of 
Jewish Immigration into Palestine. 

Historically these facts fit in 
with what happened. Rabbi Wise 
later stumped the East in behalf 
of Roosevelt, despite the criticism 
of many Jews, including this pap- 
er, who decried the political 
alignment of Jews and Democrats 
which the speeches indicated. 

But I still don’t believe it. Only 
a melodrama could concoct so 
even a sequence of events.

Now the Jews of Borger, Pampa, and Amar- 
illo, Texas, have no synagogue of their own. 
The Passover season was here and the Rev. J, N. 
Hunt, of the First Baptist Church, felt more 
keenly with the Jews of the vicinity, the lack of 
a place to hold worship. So Dr. Hunt issued the 
following invitation: 

“You and your family are hereby most 
cordially invited to be our guests at a special 
service for the Jews of Borger, Pampa, and 
Amarillo at the First Baptist Church of Borg- 
er, at 8 p.m., March 21st, 1937. 


“The object of the service is two-fold: First, 
to render an inspirational program to the Jews 
of Borger, who have no synagogue nor regular 
worship here.

The invitation was printed along with a news 
story on the fornt page of The Herald. After 
the service, the following story appeared in The 
Herald: 

The special service held for Jews of Borger 
Amarillo and Pampa in the First Baptist 
Church at Borger Sunday night was attended 
by so large an audience that extra chairs were 
placed in the spacious Auditorium, The Rev. 
J. N. Hunt delivered an inspirational, educa- 
tional and interesting message on “Abraham, 
the Friend of God.” 

As an introduction to the sermon, the pas- 
tor gave tne two-fold purpose of the gather- 
ing “to render an inspirational program to the 
Jews of Borger, who have no synagogue nor 
regular worship here, and to aid in creating 
a friendlier and better understanding between 
our people and the Jews.”

Another industrial city is Tel 
Aviv, where agricultural interest is being de- 
veloped rapidly, as is fruit growing and dairy7 
ing. 

The speaker illustrated the great variety of 
climates in that small country, which is about 
the ‘size of Vermont, by saying one could leave 
Jerusalem in a blinding snowstorm and on 
reaching Jericho, twenty miles away, find peo- 
ple picking bananas. 

The general discussion dealt with Abra- 
ham’s superb obédience to God. He told of 
Abraham leaving his home country at the age 
of 75 to obey God and go into a ‘strange land, 
one he’d never known, After arriving in the 
strange land, Abraham set up an altar and 
worshipped God, and showed his faith and loy- 
alty to Him by offering up Isaac as a burned 
sacrifice. But God intervened at the last mo- 
ment through an angel, who led Abraham to a 
ram caught in the thicket, which he offered 
instead of Isaac. 

“Abraham lives as the great friend of God 
in his illustrious descendants,” the Rev. Hunt 
narrated. 

As the descandants, he named Joseph, the 
preserver of a nation; Moses, the law-giver, 
who in the hot fires of Sinai welded the race 
into a compact nation; David, the greatest 
king, statesman and poet; and Isaiah, the 
greatest of major prophets.”
